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City negotiates 
U.S. energy chief urges 
pact with county qUjQ|< action on gas crisis 
on racquetbaii 


Pieces of the Lompoc racquetbaii puzzle began to fall into place quickly to­ 
day, and it appears that the facility will be located on a 4.5-acre site between 
Lompoc Shopping Center and the high school. 
City Administrator Gene L. Wählers reported today that negotiators for the 
City of Lompoc and the County of Santa Barbara, including Mayor E C. Stevens 
and Supervisor Robert Hedlund, ironed out an agreement Thursday that would 
lease the 4.5 acres to the city for development as a park. 
The agreement allows the city to sublease a portion of the land to B K B As­ 
sociates of Ventura, a private corporation that has offered to develop a $400,000 
racquetbaii facility in the city provided it can do so on public property. 
The agreement with the county negotiators represents a compromise on both 
sides. Lompoc had hoped that the acreage would be deeded to the city for park 
purposes while the county had offered a 50-year lease, subject to cancelation 
under certain conditions. 
The city yielded on the deeding condition and the county agreed to make the 
lease non-cancelable, a factor termed a necessity in order for B K B to secure 
financing for its venture. 
The county administrative officer will report on the proposal to the Board of 
Supervisors on Monday, with the final lease agreement going to the board on 
February 14 after the city renegotiates the sublease with BK B 
‘‘We have gone over the situation with the racquetbaii people and they have 
indicated that this is something they can live with,” Wählers said. 
The city already has a lease with BK B. which officials of the corporation 
have signed, providing for placing the racquetbaii courts in Ryon Park. 
Because of late-developing opposition to this project, however, the city never 
consummated that agreement. 
The search for an alternate site began and when it appeared that the negotia­ 
tions with the county might be lengthy, B K B advised the city that unless the 
city either signed the Ryon Park proposal or could come up with an alternate 
agreement satisfactory to B K B by February 15. it would withdraw its offer to 
build the facility in Lompoc. 
The tentative agreement with the county provides that the City of Lompoc 
will execute the 50-year lease for the acreage at a token $1 per year, agreeing 
to develop and operate the site as a park 
The city agreed to expend $25.000 on the development within three years, and 
an additional $50.000 in the two years after that. 
Another provision the county asked for and the city agreed to was that if it 
becomes necessary for the county to take the city to court for any reason over 
the lease, the county may withhold any tax revenues due the city from the 
county to satisfy any court-directed award 
We certainly have no quarrel with those terms,” said Wählers, “ because 
we do not intend to do anything that would necessitate any court action 
If the county gives its final approval on February 14. the matter will go 
before the City Council at its meeting on February 15 for final action, just un­ 
der the wire to meet the BK B deadline. 
“ Working this out in so short a time has taken real effort.” Wählers said 
“ We appreciate the cooperation of county representatives, especially Super­ 
visor Hedlund who has been extremely helpful, as has Mayor Stevens in bring­ 
ing about this agreement.”

22-year-old star of televisions 
“ Chico and the Man“ series, was in 
critical condition at UCLA hosptial 
where neurosurgeons worked to save his 
life from a “ through and through” 
wound 
Authorities said the slug entered his 
left temple and went out the other side of 
his head Doctors withheld a decision on 
immediate surgery 
Manager Marvin Snyder said, “ I did 
not see the gun until it was too late 
Paramedic Tom Gilmartin told UPI. 
“ We found Prinze in the living room with 
a gun across his lap The wound was 
what we call a through and through, it 


entered one side of his head and out the 
other # 
Friends said Prinze was despondent 
over a divorce last month from his wife 
of 15 months. Kathy Elaine. They have a 
son. Freddie, 10 months 
Prinze was also in despair over a 
court appearance next month on a mis­ 
demeanor charge of driving under the in­ 
fluence of drugs He was arrested Nov. 5 
for driving erratically on a freeway 
Tests showed his blood contained a 
tranquilizer 
Lt. Dan Cooke said Prinze put the gun 
to his head shortly before 4 a m 
A note was found in his expensive 
Wilshire Boulevard apartment near 
Beverly Hills It read: “ I can't take it 
any longer." 
Officers said the young comedian had 
telephoned his parents and estranged 
wife shortly before the shooting.

Mondale report encourages 
world economics expert 


PA R IS (U P I > — Vice President Walter 
Mondale met today with an international 
economic official who said the talk left 
him “ extremely encouraged” about the 
Carter Administration’s program to 
stimulate the U S and world economies. 
The meeting took place shortly after 
Mondale arrived in Paris from London 
with a call for “ consultations and 
cooperation" between the United States 
and France — “ our oldest ally and 
friend.” 
Emile Van Lennep. secretary general 
of the 24-nation Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Develop­ 
ment, met for an hour with Mondale. and 
then told reporters ” 
“ I was extremely encouraged by the 
policies of the new administration of the 
United States that I heard from the vice 
president.” 
Van Lennep, of the Netherlands, said 


he gave Mondale “our very first asses­ 
sment” of what the Carter program will 
mean to other nations. 
“ It would improve our gross national 
product figure” for the 24 member 
countries (which include the United 
States». Van Lennep said “ This figure is 
up to over 4 per cent for the year as a 
whole and may be more for the second 
half” of 1977 
He conceded that the industrial nations 
“ all face serious problems with trade 
and the balance of payments” in 1977 
Mondale said the programs discussed 
during the meeting included “ our com­ 
mon energy problem” as well as interna­ 
tional monetary and finance matters 
The vice president also stressed 
Carter’s hope for international coopera­ 
tion in energy research and develop­ 
ment through both the OECD and the 
International Energy Agency.

A blizzard bowled across the Midwest 
and into the East today, immobilizing 
whole communities, closing thousands of 
highways and shutting down industries, 
businesses and schools in areas long 
shackled bv the Great Deep Freeze of 
1977 
Arctic winds up to 50 miles per hour 
swept snow from Minnesota and Iowa 
across the midlands to the Appalachians 
Blizzard warnings were up all the way 
from Missouri to Maryland and Virginia. 
The wind chill factor hit 80 below zero in 
northwestern Illinois. 
The National Weather Service called it 
“ an extremely dangerous storm,” and 
forecasters in Indiana labeled it a bliz­ 
zard 
Blizzard or near-blizzard condi­ 
tions were reported in Illinois, Michigan, 
Minnesota. Ohio and western New York 
Hundreds of thousands of school 
children—more than a half-million in 
Chicago alone— got the day off when 
thousands of schools called off classes 
Hundreds of motorists were marooned 


in Indiana. All roads closed in at least 10 
counties of the state and National Guard 
armories were thrown open to house the 
stranded. 
Tow ering 
d rifts closed 
roads 
throughout northern Illinois. Some 150 
motorists were sheltered in a school in 
Lincoln, 111., and 40 were housed in a 
church in Preemption, 111. 
Western Michigan was transformed 
into one big snowdrift. Drifts stacked 11 
feet deep, seven inches of snow fell in an 
eight-hour period at Muskegon and 
Grand Rapids, and blizzard conditions 
made driving nearly impossible on 
streets and highways that remained 
passable. 
New York Gov. Hugh Carey ordered 
the National Guard into the Buffalo area 
to help clear huge drifts that virtually 
paralyzed the city and many of its sub­ 
urbs. Guardsmen airlifted snow removal 
equipment into the area and the state 
Transportation Department ordered 
men and heavy equipment into the area 
Carey and Govs. Brendan Byrne of 


New Jersey and James Rhodes of Ohio 
declared states of emergency in their 
states because of the continuing cold, 
storms and energy shortages. 


The blizzard swept into Ohio on winds 
up to 50 miles per hour and the National 
Weather Service predicted “ enormous” 
snowdrifts and visibilities near zero. 
Plants and schools began shutting down 
throughout Ohio Rhodes pledged every 
effort to keep homes provided with 
natural gas 


“ What we re talking about.’ he said, 
“ is the survival of Ohio.” 


No travel was advised in much of Min­ 
nesota. where several interstate 
highways and scores of other roads were 
blocked, temperatures dropped to 25 
below zero and the wind chill fell to 70 
below More than 260 schools closed

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Presidential 
energy adviser James R 
Schlesinger 
urged Congress today to take “ im­ 
mediate action” to ease the natural gas 
crisis, and urged Americans to sacrifice 
so that none will go cold this winter. 
“ I am not attempting to frighten you. 
The situation speaks for itself,’ 
Schlesinger told a House energy subcom­ 
mittee considering President Carter’s 
emergency natural gas bill. 
As some of the coldest weather of the 
winter gripped the Midwest and moved 
toward the East Coast, the Senate also 
opened debate on the bill with an ad­ 
monition by Democratic Leader Robert 
Byrd. D-W Va., not to get bogged down 
in amendments. He called for a vote “ no 
later than Monday.” 
The stopgap energy bill, sent to 
Congress Wednesday, would allow 
emergency purchases of gas outside 
price controls, and would authorize 
forced sharing of supplies among 
pipelines. 
“ This is an emergency measure,” 
Byrd told the full Senate “ The President 
will be sending up his long-range 
proposal on overall energy policy later.’’ 
“ In a few weeks, indeed in a few days, 
we are likely to find some hv>mes in the 
United States cut off from gas,” 
Schlesinger told a packed hearing of the 
energy subcommittee of the House Com­ 
merce Committee. 
He said the bill “ is basically a tem­ 
porary safety net. It is the minimum ... 
needed to maintain the flow of natural 
gas into homes and to maintain other es­ 
sential services.” 
“ We have no alternative but to get 
serious as a nation with regard to conser­ 
vation." said Schlesinger. 
“I can only emphasize again the need 
for every American physically able to do 
so to sacrifice a small measure of com­ 
fort to help save a large number of jobs 
in the coming weeks.” 
The bill is not designed for preventing 
unemployment — although Carter would 
accept an amendment in that direction— 
but rather for ensuring gas for homes 
and hospitals, he said. 
Schlesinger asked Congress not to 
debate long-term deregulation. 
“ We want to generate immediate ac­ 
tion, not generate immediate debate,” 
he said 
Sen Lowell Weicker. R-Conn.. told the 
Senate, “This bill will not alleviate the 
natural gas crisis. This legislation will 
not conserve one cubic foot of natural 
gas 
And it won’t until we conserve 
natural gas.” He said he wants man­ 
datory conservation of gas. 
Carter sent Congress an emergency 
bill Wednesday that would clear the way 
for emergency purchases of natural gas 
outside the price controls of the Federal 
Power Commission 
It would give the President authority 
to order gas pipelines to share supplies 
and would spell out authority to order 
some pipeline links without affecting 
certain exemptions from federal con­ 
trols. 
Signals of the debate to come were 
sent out as soon as the bill hit Congress: 
it was a short-term approach that would 
not solve long-term problems, and it may 
not have much effect this winter Critics 
hinted at floor fights to add long-term 
removal of federal price controls to the 
bill, which is expected to be voted upon 
in the Senate early next week. 
“ Too little and too late,” said Sen 
John G Tower. R Tex The bill “ is only a 
Band-Aid.” said Sen Lloyd M Bentsen, 
D-Tex

The improvement of Miguelito Chan­ 
nel will come before the Board of Super­ 
visors Monday as the county studies 
alternate engineering proposals, last 
hurdle before going to bid on the multi­ 
million dollar project.

another, $11.9 million, according to Jim 
Stubchaer. county flood control chief.

Street and Olive Avenue and the im­ 
provement and enlarging of the channel 
for its entire length from that point west 
to V Street and thence north to the Santa 
Ynez River, and the fencing of the entire 
channel. 
Design on the project will begin in 
March and Stubchaer predicts it will be 
under construction this year or early in 
1978 Completion time was uncertain, but 
Stubchaer estimates there would be 
three phases at about eight to 10 months 
each or an elapsed time of 24 to 30 
months

The hospital Board of Trustees raised 
bed rates at the Convalescent Care 
Center last night as a move to help 
reduce its monthly operational loss. 
Effective March 1 rates will go from 
$18 to $21 a day for intermediate care 
beds and $25 to $27 a day for skilled nurs­ 
ing beds 
The board also called for the com­ 
munity to write Assemblyman Gary 
Hart and Senator Omar Rains and in­ 
form them of the need for licensing 13 
additional intermediate care beds at the 
facility 
If the licensing is obtained, said board 
chairman Frank Signorelli, the deficit at 
CCC could be at least cut in half 
Last month CCC operated at a $16.736 
loss and is in the red $86,222 for the fiscal 
year 
The board last summer applied for 
licensing of 13 additional intermediate 
care beds to the Ventura-Santa Barbara 
Health Systems Agency A hearing was 
held and the agency recognized the need 
for the beds and so recommended to the 


licensing agency in Sacramento. 
However, the licenses still have not 
been issued. 
“ I don’t see why we have to wait for 
Sacramento anyhow. 1 think we should 
go ahead and use the beds,” Dr L E 
Heiges. chief of staff, said angrily 
“ Unfortunately that is illegal,” replied 
Dr. Barry Coughlin, a board member. 
Dr. Heiges snapped. “ I don’t care how 
illegal it is That state is so damn dumb 
“ There is only one way to lick 
Sacramento and that is just do it,” he ad­ 
ded 
There are now 110 people on a waiting 
list to get into CCC for intermediate or 
skilled nursing care while there are 13 
empty residental care beds. The board 
wants to fill the empty beds with in­ 
termediate care patients 
Administrator William Diebner es­ 
timated this morning that the CCC could 
receive an additional $7,800 in revenue at 
least if the wanted licensing is granted 
Dr Coughlin and board counsel Mike 
Palmer have contacted Rains and Hart 
about the intermediate care beds 
Signorelli remarked, however, “ If the 


community would write Rains and Hart 
and let them know they want the beds, 
thev would move faster.” 
The CCC is now getting some financial 
relief from Medi-Cal which increased its 
payments effective January 1 from 
$19 03 to $20 a day for intermediate care 
beds and from $23 33 to $25.30 a day for 
skilled nursing 
The Lom poc D is tric t H ospital 
operated at a gain for the first time in 
months — $39,589 
This was possible 
because the district received a $75,000 
check representing district taxes 
To 
date the facility has a deficit of $144.684

$17 million cost 
placed on pipeline

dustry/governmental working 
group studying the feasibility of 
a land pipeline to replace 
tanker transportation of Santa 
Barbara Channel offshore 
crude oil production has come 
up with figures denoting a pos­ 
sible cost of $17.6 million for a 
♦4-mile long 20-inch pipeline 
between Las Flores Canyon 
west of Goleta to the Ventura 
ARCO connection. 
Also, estimates cited in a 
preliminary progress report to 
go Monday to the Board of 
Supervisors include a $15.2 
million cost of converting the 
ARCO gas line to crude and to 
install pumping stations and 
other necessary start-up 
facilities. This 20-inch line 
covers 58 miles between Ven­ 
tura and Cuyama 
and “ could 
be converted to oil transport,” 
the report states. 
Precise estimates would have 
to be developed for whatever 
on-going destination was 
deemed appropriate beyond 
Cuyama to refining centers, it 
was stated 
The report was compiled by 
County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert R Reynolds It 
indicated that a consolidated 
pipeline project could cut air 
pollution for oil transport by 
about 90 per cent in future 
years. 
The onshore pipeline project 
study was approved by the 
county supervisors when it was 
made known that crude oil 
production is destined to be 
greatly increased in the Santa 
Barbara Channel as a result of 
permits to Exxon. ARCO. Stan­ 
dard Oil and other companies, 
and a pipeline could be utilized 
by these companies It could 


also be combined with Alaskan 
and Elk Hills crude oil distribu­ 
tion systems. 
Ventura County supervisors 
have agreed with Santa Bar­ 
bara County supervisors, it was 
stated, that increased Califor­ 
nia outer continental shelf oil 
production and transportation 
of oil by tan ker could 
significantly and adversely im­ 
pact the marine and at­ 
mospheric environments of the 
two counties 
The preliminary progress 
report is to be placed for accep­ 
tance Monday before county 
supervisors of both counties, 
with the request that the two 
supervisorial boards give 
further direction to the study 
group which eventually is to in­ 
clude federal, state, county and 
other local officials and may 
also include citizen participa­ 
tion 
Reynolds said problem areas 
have been identified including 
possibility of the pipelined 
crude becoming ‘dead-ended” 
in the Central Valley unless on­ 
going line capacity was made 
available He also declared that 
conversion of the ARCO 
pipeline through 21 miles of Los 
Padres National Forest could 
pose problems and raise con­ 
cern of the Forest Service. 
The pipeline working group is 
recommending to the county 
supervisors that they accept the 
report as a set of preliminary 
findings to be further analyzed 
and confirmed, and that they 
re-examine with the Ventura 
County board the policy and 
working assumptions of the pre­ 
sent pipeline feasibility in­ 
vestigation and give future 
direction to the group 
Also, it is recommended that 
there be an earlv consultation 


sought by local and state 
representatives with Interior 
Secretary Andrus or his aides 
on the issues of tankers vs. 
pipelining for the Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel and what inter­ 
face, if any, may be anticipated 
with the Standard Oil Company 
of Ohio (SOHIO) and Elk Hill's 
project 
The study group is due to 
make another report to the 
board Feb 28, but states that 
such a report would not 
probably be available for two to 
three months. 
Reynolds stated the 
“point 
was made that some routing op­ 
tions would depend on federal 
and state decisions regarding 
SOHIO and Elk Hills lines.” He 
said it was felt “ it would be 
relatively, technically, to move 
Channpl crude production north 
of a SOHIO line eastward from 
Guadalupe 
Dunes, should 
SOHIO come ashore there in­ 
stead of at Long Beach 
“ However. I made it clear to 
the working group that SOHIO 
has made no application for 
Guadalupe Dunes and has ex­ 
pressed no intention to do so. 
Santa Barbara County has gone 
on record that the pros and cons 
of the Guadalupe alternative 
for SOHIO should be displayed 
in the appropriate environmen­ 
tal documents but has not taken 
a position in favor of the alter­ 
native.

Reynolds pointed out in the

Written in the early 1920’s by 
Sean O Casey, the play is 
labeled as “one of the granitic 
m asterw orks of modern 
dramatic art ” 
It may be an exquisitely writ­ 
ten tragi-comedy, but it pre­ 
sents such an uncomplimentary 
picture of life in Ireland that 
one 
wonders 
how 
the 
p la y w rig h t’s countymen 
reacted to it 
“ Captain” Jack Boyle — the 
Paycock in the title — is an out­ 
rageous hypocrite who suffers 
from pains in his legs only when 
the prospect of a job appears. 
But his antics stop being so fun­ 
ny when it becomes clear where 
the plot is leading 
Juno, the Captain's wife, has 
held the family together for 
years, only by act three neither 
she nor God can stop “ the 
stupidity of man” from making 
his own tragedy. 


What is interesting in “Juno” 
is that the women are the 
heroes and are stronger than 
the dominant sex 
The men uncontrollably in­

Assembly, reversing itself, has 
voted to legalize so-called ‘liv­ 
ing wills 
signed before the 
Jan 
1 effective date of the 
“ Natural Death Act ” 
The measure < AB14) by As­ 
semblyman Barry Keene. D- 
Eureka. passed the Assembly 
Thursday on a 54-23 vote and 
was sent to the Senate. It had 
previously been defeated in the 
AssembK but was reconsidered 
on a motion of Keene 
Living wills permit terminal­ 
ly ill patients to instruct their 
doctors to withhold the use of 
mechanical life-sustaining de­ 
vices it they are beyond the 
hope ot recovery 
Keene said if his measure 
was not passed, physicians who 
carried out such wills before 
the first of the year could 
technically be prosecuted for 
homicide or be sued for 
wrongful death by survivors of 
the person who signed the will 
He said such a death might 
also be considered a suicide by 
insurance companies, which 
could refuse to pay premiums 
to the survivors 
The bill would apply only to 
those who had executed such 
directives with the precise 
language approved by the 
legislature last year 
Assemblyman Mike D An­ 
tonovich R-Glendale. an oppo­ 
nent ot the bill, said it did not 
take into consideration the 
rights of persons who may have 
signed such wills but had 
changed their minds and now 
assumed the documents were 
invalid because they were 
signed before the law took ef­ 
fect.

from two directions in Con­ 
gress. 
Some liberal Democrats say 
it should provide more jobs. 
Som e R epublicans say it 
should involve permanent tax 
cuts instead of mostly one-time 
rebates, and should contain 
greater incentives for busiess 
investment. 
Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich., 
and other House liberals are 
pressing for close to $30 billion 
in spending programs for jobs. 
Only about $9 billion of C arter’s 
$31.2 billion package is for jobs, 
the rest in various kinds of tax 
reductions 


Senate Democratic Leader

The guerrilla raids cam e 
after seven persons were killed 
in political violence during the 
week and a senior arm y general 
w as a b d u c te d 
by u rb a n 
guerrillas.

highway and threw a bomb or 
hand grenade inside, killing at

by two men aged about 25 who 
calmly walked into the bank 
and shot them with guns equip­ 
ped with silencers, police said

Shortly after the sounding of 
the final class bell at Santa 
Ynez Valley High School this 
afternoon, a chapter and the 
marking of another era in the 
history of the valley’s 80-year- 
old place of secondary educa­ 
tion will come to a close. 
Julia Gay Kintzel, known to 
hundreds of present and former 
students as Mrs. Kintzel and to 
her friends variably as “J. G.” 
and simply Julia Gay, is retir­ 
ing from her last post as 
secretary to Principal Manual 
J. Silva after 23 years of service 
to the school 
For nearly the past quarter of 
a century, Julia Gay Kintzel 
has been a part of the Santa 
Ynez Valley High School scene. 
She first came to the school at 
the invitation of the late and 
beloved Hal M Hamm who had 
served as the district head from 
1944 to his retirement in 1967 
Mrs Kintzel worked initially 
in the district office and served 
as secretary to Hamm, in addi­ 
tion to a myriad of other duties. 
When she first came to the 
school the enrollment was 234 
Today, it has reached an all- 


time high of 832. 
Four of the current staff 
members are also known by 
Mrs Kintzel as one-time stu­ 
dents. including Shirley Her­ 
nandez. the former 
Shirley 
Guidotti, class of 1960, who is 
now secretary to both Dean 
Anders, director of student ac­ 
tivities and Dave McCullough, 
dean of students . Jeanne Wylde 
(Jeannie Peterson), class of 
'70, a library clerk and Valerie

Veterans' jobs 
program set 
for February 2 


All Santa Barbara North 
County Veterans, particularly 
Vietnam Era and recently 
separated veterans, and soon- 
to-be veterans, are urged to at­ 
tend a free two-and-a-half-hour 
“ Veterans Employment and 
Services Program” to be held 
at the Veterans Memorial 
Building, H Street, in Lompoc 
The program will be from 1 
p.m. to 3:30 p.m on February 2, 
. and will be co-hosted by the 
Santa Barbara County Veterans 
Service Office in Lompoc and 
the N ational A llian ce of 
Businessmen.

Hope that the proposal for a 
Veterans Administration out­ 
patient clinic on the County 
Hospital grounds at Goleta can 
emerge from the Federal 
bureaucratic jungle of red tape 
was expressed this week at a 
historic public hearing set up by 
the County Grand Jury. 
T here 
w ere 
these 
developments: 
—A willingness to contact 
high-ranking VA officials in 
Washington to pursue once 
again the possibility of using 
unused county hospital space in 
lieu of a takeover of the County 
Health Services Building was 
mentioned by W illiam K. 
Anderson, new director of the 
VA’s Wadsworth Hospital, in 
Los Angeles. 
—Anderson said the VA is 
putting aside more than $2.5 
million for first year funding 
for operational and lease ex­ 
pense for a facility to cover 
needs of the estimated 15 per 
cent of the 119,000 veterans in 
the Tri-Counties expected to 
make use of the facility Santa 
Barbara county veterans are 
now required to make a 96-mile 
trip to Los Angeles facilities, 
with Fresno hospital the closest 
for those in northern San Luis 
Obispo County. The VA official 
stressed that the Federal 
money would represent an 
economic boon to the com­ 
munity, and pointed out the 
clinic would be operational to- 


day if the original proposal of 
two years ago had been acted 
on promptly. 


—The possibility of the VA 
beginning its operation in the 
unused hospital sectors — even 
if total space requirements are 
not initially met. 


—Possibility of having a 
private entrepreneur provided 
with a hospital grounds site and 
construct a clinic facility under 
lease arrangement with the VA 
will be explored further. County 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
told the Grand Ju ry ’s ad­ 
ministration committee and 
audience in the County Ad­ 
ministration Building that it 
would be easier for a busines­ 
sman to borrow money to build 
such a facility than for the 
county to do so. 


—Veterans’ groups from 
throughout the area were well 
represented at the session of 
the Grand Jury committee, 
headed by Carpinteria busines­ 
sman George B liss, with 
retired County Public Works 
Director Norman Caldwell 
serving as a moderator. 


—County authorities in­ 
cluding Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson, Health 
Care Services 
Director 
Lawrence Hart, and Auditor- 
Controller William Parsons 
emphasized they felt the 
veterans and county taxpayers 
can best be served by having 


the VA contract for services at 
the county hospital. But 
Anderson said this conflicts 
with VA regulations and he 
would not recommend the rules 
be bent in reporting to 
Washington. Parsons said the 
hospital is losing about $3- 
million a year and under a con­ 
tractual arrangement with the 
VA the tax rate could be 
lowered and veterans given im­ 
mediate service. The route VA 
wants to go to take over the 
health care building and 
relocate county departments 
there could cost as much as 
$1,750,000 to the county, he felt, 
without major reimbursement 
in some expense areas. 


—Anderson stressed the main 
hangup “ was lack of space” in 
the hospital facility. He said 
Washington VA land use ex­ 
perts who vetoed use of current 
hospital facilities felt possibly 
10.000 additional square feet of 
space are needed 


—Dr 
Hart expressed the 
view “ ways could be found" 
around VA regulations so that a 
pilot program could be set up 


with the Federal agency con­ 
tracting for county services at 
the hospital. He denied reports 
he said he had heard that the 
“ county was dragging its feet” 
in making the clinic a reality. 


—Alfred Lovejoy, past com­ 
mander, Veterans of World War 
I, charged top county officials 
with “ delaying, stalling and 
foot-dragging” in regard to the 
project pointing out that the 
former director of the Los 
Angeles VA hospital had turned 
in a favorable report in 
September, 1975, as to space in 
the county hospital available 
for a clinic on a lease basis. 


—Dr. Gordon Fiske, member 
of the County Health Care Ad­ 
visory Committee and the 
veterans' liasion committee, 
testified that he understood the 
VA was “ about to accept the 


county hospital facilities” but 
that 
“ two 
people 
f r o m 
Washington then came and 
scuttled the idea.” Anderson 
confirmed that it was two 
central services officials who 
vetoed the plan 


— Ur. Jam es Connor, past 
president of the County Medical 
Society, suggested one alter­ 
native might be to have a 
program set up using existing 
medical care foundations with 
the VA contracting for medical 
care with physicians.

Morgan's future is all up to Reds

NEW YORK (UPI) — Imagine the Cincinnati Reds letting 
Joe Morgan go? He hopes it won’t happen, but he can see 
where it might. 
“Naturally. I’d like to keep playing for the Reds,” says the 
33-year-old two-time MVP who’s right in the middle of 
negotiating a new contract with them now. “It may not be up 
to me, though. Maybe they’ll decide they need younger 
players more than they need me. I could understand that if 
that's the way they decide to go.” 
Morgan can play out his option this year if he chooses. 
Beyond much question, he’s the best all-around ballplayer in 
both leagues today, and ever since the Reds swept the 
Yankees in the World Series last October, stories have been 
kicking around he was going to ask them for one of those 
multi-million dollar, multi-year contracts and if he didn’t get 
it, he'd play out his option. 
“I'm not going to comment upon my negotiations,” says 
Morgan “No one is going to know how much I make but my 
wife, Gloria, the ball club and myself. I’m not saying I’m go­ 
ing to do this or that. Certainly I see what other players are 
getting but I think there are other things to be considered 
besides money. You can play out your option and everything 
can seem mighty good at that moment but you have to look 
at it over the long run also. 
‘We've got a team that could win the world championship 


at least three more years in a row —if it’s kept intact. I find 
people have such a mistaken idea about that. They think it’s 
the players who take off and leave the club. It doesn't always 
work that way at all. Let’s face it: Why would you want to 
leave a team like the Reds? It’s a great team, the best 
around. A lot of writers are sounding the Reds’ death knell I 
don’t see any signs of that yet. I also read where the Reds 
are being torn apart, but I don’t see any evidence of that, 
either.” 
What about Rawly Eastwick’s recent blast? The Reds’ 26- 
year-old relief pitcher said they were “stupid” for trading 
away fellow reliever Will McEnaney in the same deal that 
sent veteran Tony Perez to the Expos for Woody Fryman and 
Dale Murray. 
“He's a young guy,” says Morgan, excusing Eastwick 
“His best friend got traded. You know how it is.” 
The fact is Joe Morgan isn’t especially crazy about that 
deal, either, primarily because it means Perez no longer will 
be with the club. 
“I accept the deal but I will never like it," he says. “Tony 
Perez meant so much to our ball club. People say Pete Rose 
and Johnny Bench are the symbols of our ball club, but 
they’re not. Tony Perez was. Pete Rose is a rah-rah guy and 
we’re not that kind of club. We’re very conservative and 
businesslike, the same way Tony Perez is. I was very in­ 
volved with the guy, I dug him.” 
Joe Morgan isn’t your run-of-the-mill superstar, too many 


of whom start believing their press clippings. As often as 
not, when interviewers come around him, the Reds’ little 
left-handed hitting second baseman tries to bring other Cin­ 
cinnati players into his conversation as well as Manager 
Sparky Anderson. 
“Sparky is incredible,” says Morgan “ Usually I don’t go 
along with cliches, but I believe that your team does m irror 
the image of your manager. As a team, we reflect Sparky’s 
image and that’s what makes me so proud to be a m em ber of 
the Reds. It’s hard for me to get across the way I feel about 
the Reds They, I’m talking about the other fellows on the 
team now, created a situation where I could make Joe 
Morgan into the ballplayer he is today. 
“To the public, Joe Morgan seems like some special kind 
of ballplayer, but the public can’t appreciate what it means 
to be able to hit behind Pete Rose and Ken Griffey and in 
front of George Foster, Johnny Bench and Tony Perez. If not 
for them. I'd still be plain Joe Morgan to the public Believe 
me, though, all these fellows made it possible for me to bring 
out the talents I h ad /' 
Morgan did everything you could possibly think of for the 
Reds last season He had 111 runs batted in and 27 home runs 
to go with 30 doubles, 5 triples, a 320 batting average and 60 
stolen bases in 69 attem pts. When he finished doing that, he 
hit .333 in the Reds' sweep of the Yankees 
He'd like to finish his career with the Reds The way he 
looks at it, that’s up to them

— We ask the hotel clerk 
whether there is television on the island 
Affirmative Will they broadcast the in­ 
auguration of Jimmy C arter0 What time 
will Mr Carter be inaugurated0 Noon 
Well, in Curacao our television does not 
commence until four o’clock What about 
your radio stations0 
Well, they broadcast 
continuously Is one of 
them carrying the in­ 
augural address0 (He 
c o n su lts th e n e w ­ 
spaper i No. 
And so to a shop, to 
rent a cheap short­ 
wave radio: and even 
then one just barely 
succeeds in bringing it 
in .

half-dozen 
stations 
b r o a d c a s t i n g

Spanish pay no atten­ 
tion whatever to the 
greatest ritual in the democratic world. 
Shakespeare scholars are fond of 
reminding us that very little was known 
about how the English actually staged 
S h a k e s p e a r e ’s p l a y s , b e c a u s e 
Englishmen took them for granted It 
wasn t until an enterprising scholar 
thought to search the journals of visiting 
Spaniards that we discovered, in some 
detail, the mechanics of Elizabethan 
stagecraft It requires physical absence 
from the United State to learn what little 
apparent importance the world attaches 
to Presidential inaugural addresses. Cer­ 
tainly they are studied in the chanceries: 
but the people do not seem to care. 
Because they are confident that the 
President wiil not take the occasion of 
his inaugural to say anything that might 
interfere in any way with their lives. 
And. as a m atter of fact, they are usually 
right Certainly Jimmy Carter did not. 
Squeaking in over the short-wave, it 
nevertheless sounded like an eloquent 
address, though not one that gave 
analytical satisfaction All inaugural ad­ 
dresses suffer from being compared in 
the mind to Lincoln’s Second Inaugural 
Carter s exuded the same impluses: 
faith, charity, humility But in the com ­ 
position, there were clearly too many 
hands, and the cadences were not always 
in sync 
Still, it was a moving address. Above 
all it was welcome for the absence of 
ideology It was not in any way program ­ 
matic He did not announce that he would 
plead for the Humphrey-Hawkins Bill, or 
for the repeal of 14B, or for the end of tax 
loopholes He chose to be concrete about 
only very general things. Such wars as 
the United States will engage in, he 
promised, are w ars against poverty, ig­ 
norance. and injustice. Tliat statem ent 
of course means nothing very much in 
the absence of complementary state­ 
m ents from potentially ad v ersary 
powers 
If simultaneously Comrades 
Brezhnev and Hua had said the identical 
thing, there would have been a great deal 
to cheer, even at the prospect of the 
Communists, in pursuing their war 
against injustice, making war upon 
themselves 
He promised a war against poverty 
and ignorance, and promised also that he 
would struggle toward the day when 
there were no atomic bombs left in the 
arsenals of the world That sounds very 
good, but of course is not necessarily 
good What is good is the power of those 
nations that are free to maintain their 
freedom On the whole, it has been a 
pacific stretch of history since the inven­ 
tion of the atomic bomb and, not impos­ 
sibly, on account of the invention of the 
atomic bomb. If, per im possible, the 
Russians were agreed to destroy their 
arsenal even as we destroy our own. sud­ 
denly the peashooters would become 
critical 
and there is no doubt who 


enjoys the preponderance of them. 
What brought joy to the heart of a con­ 
servative was the relative lack of uto­ 
pian bombast. Mr C arter is schooled in 
the Bible, and knows that ours is not 
designed to be the heavenly kingdom 
His high school teacher, whom he 
amiably quoted, had instructed him to 
learn that though tim es change, princi­ 
ples 
remain 
Accordingly, 
President 
C arter asked that we focus on the 
durability of American ideals: and this, 
Americans who did not vote for Carter, 
should be prepared to do shoulder to 
shoulder with Americans who voted for 
C arter 
The durability of American ideals is 
the greatest question before the inter­ 
national order Mr Carter has only to 
ask his newly appointed assistant for 
N a t i o na l 
S e c u r i t y 
Af fa i r s, 
Mr. 
Brzezinski. whose famous paper of last 
summer described the march from liber­ 
tarianism to egalitarianism abroad. The 
American emphasis on freedom requires 
reaffirmation The Democrats have not 
been, on the whole, the best at doing this, 
as they have successively enhanced the 
power of government But perhaps under 
President C arter they will take thought 
and renew the commitment to American 
ideals, rejecting those alien accretions 
which plague those millions of people in 
the world who, in the name of socialism, 
are ground down by poverty, ignorance, 
and injustice 
P r e s i de nt C a r t e r has said that 
Americans can never be indifferent to 
freedom elsewhere. But that is about all 
he said. John Quincy Adams said that 
and a little m ore. “ The American 
people.” he said at his inaugural, “are 
friends of liberty everywhere, but custo­ 
dians only of their own .” Mr. Carter s 
high school teacher must have instructed 
her precocious pupil that the world we 
live in is different from that of Mr. 
Adams, and that therefore it is not possi­ 
ble to guard our own freedom without 
guarding that of our friends and allies

WASHINGTON - Three years after 
the Arab oil embargo, Washington still 
hasn't developed a plan to protect the na­ 
tion from another oil squeeze. 
T h i s 
i n c r e d i b l e 
f a i l u r e 
is 
acknowledged in a secret national 
security memo, known as Policy Study 
No. 38. which Presi­ 
dent Jimmy C arter 
found waiting for him 
when he settled into 
the Oval Office. 
T he r e c e n t cold 
spell, meanwhile, has 
put a s qu ee ze on 
America's 
dwindling 
oil and gas reserves, 
even though there is 
no embargo 
A year ago, Presi­ 
de nt G e r a l d F o r d 
ordered his national 
s e c u r i t y a d v i s e r , 
Brent Scowcroft, to 
set up a task force to 
find ways “ to ensure a 
reliable supply of 
required energy imports at reasonable 
prices over the next five years.” The 
task force was instructed to give special 
consideration to “ influencing pricing and 
production decisions 
in exporting 
nations.” 
Their report was supposed to be com­ 
pleted by M arch 15, 1976. But the 
policymakers kept sending the drafts 
back for revision. A tentative report was 
submitted last July. E -i, accoiding to a 
secret briefing paper prepared for Presi­ 
dent Carter, this was also returned “ to 
answer m ajor questions that had been 
omitted, and a new working outline was 
developed.” 
T h e r e p o r t s ti l l h a s n ’t bee n 
“ finalized.” The briefing paper blames 
the State Dept, for keeping “overly tight 
control of the study.” The striped-pants 
set allegedly tried to manipulate the 
study “to rubber stam p (their) existing 
international energy initiatives ” 
This charge has irritated State Dept 
officials, who hold the Treasury experts 
responsible for the delay. “ They came 
up with questions but they never had any 
answ ers.” grumped one official 


The State Dept, wants to “ lessen the 
im pact” of future oil price increases, ac­ 
cording to the briefing paper, by cutting 
back imports. 


But the Treasury Dept, contends that 
“ further arbitrary reductions in the 


amount of oil we import do not appear 
economically justified at present.” This 
would merely result in a corresponding 
cutback in trade and an economic slow­ 
down at home, the Treasury experts 
warn. 
They, therefore, fear “ such a policy 
could inflict higher costs upon the 
American consumer than the anticipated 
(oil) prices increases.” Treasury of­ 
ficials would rather stockpile oil. as a 
hedge against an embargo, than reduce 
imports 
But in the backrooms, the experts are 
quarreling over who should pay for the 
strategic petroleum reserves. “ If oil for 
storage is procured dom estically,” 
states another briefing paper, “ it will 
have to be replaced with additional im­ 
ports.” Of course, this would raise 
prices, and the consumers would get 
stuck with the cost of building up the 
stockpile. 
But if the government purchased oil 
for the stockpile directly from foreign 
sources at world m arket prices, the tax­ 
payers would wind up paying the bill. Or 
the governm ent could com pel the 
refiners and im porters to establish an in­ 
dustrial reserve. Then the oil companies 
would have to put up the m oney, 
although they likely would collect it back 
from their customers by raising prices 


The Treasury experts are also toying 
with the idea of buying “directly from 
foreign governments,” according to the 
document. If this principle should be ap­ 
plied to all overseas oil purchases, it 
could save millions by eliminating the oil 
middlemen

Rep Phil Burton, D.-Calif., for exam ­ 
ple. is one of the most amiable men in 
Congress when his tooth isn’t hurting.

At a red light, Burton impatiently 
ordered his driver to make an illegal 
right turn The infraction was witnessed 
by a policeman, who motioned the car to 
the curb He approached the congres­ 
sional vehicle, his face flushed with 
righteous indignation 
But he was unaware, poor fellow, that 
he was approaching a grizzly bear of a 
congressman with a sore tooth. Burton 
threw open the door, leaned out and 
began to berate the befuddled cop. “ I 
want your badge num ber!" bellowed 
Burton 
The startled policeman never pressed 
charges, and the congressman com­ 
pleted the journey to the dentist. “ It was 
just one of those crazy things.” he told us 
afterward Now that his tooth is feeling 
better, he’s sorry about the incident.

Mace or tear gas if the conditions of the 
new law are met. It is not like a gun per­ 
mit. A chief of police or sheriff MAY is­ 
sue such a permit It is a completely dis­ 
cretionary decision on the part of the of­ 
ficer 
In regards to the new law, Sheriff 
Carpenter 
states: 
“ Some 
legislators 
have apparently come to the realization 


that our streets are not as safe as they 
should be.”
